Claim 1, line 10 of the claim, replace the word "device" in the phrase "a sensor 
device" with the word -element-. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
references of record show some similar features of applicant's claimed invention, they 
fail to show the at least one vibration generator and the sensor element located within 
the least one holding chamber.
